■m, or a dozen of chickens, or a few pounds ot butter. 1 he sisteis 
£j lv e him about all the socks he needed and occasionally a suit or 
clothes. The merchant sent him coffee, sugar and dry goods, the 
mechanic a pair of shoes, or a set of chairs, &c.

HISTORIAN’S REPORT. 

The thirty-seventh annual session of this organization was held 
with the High Shoal Church on Thursday, the 20th day of Septem- 
ber, 18SS. High Shoal church is located about one-half mile nearly 
east from Henrietta Cotton Mills, which is located at High Shoal on 
Second Broad River, Rutherford County, N. <J., from which the 
church derived its name. 

This church was constituted July 27, 1831, by Elder Drury Dob- 
bins and other brethren, with a membership of seventeen members, 
but it now ranks among the average churches in the Association. 
This section is noted for its advanced agricultural interests, the hos- 
pitality and generosity of its people and the great interest and facil- 
ities for manufacturing cotton. Besides a number of substantial and 
good working brethren which does this church possess, she has a 
true and zealous sisterhood who, by their handy work, show that 
their hearts are in the work and that they are in earnest in the work 
of the Master and the spread of the gospel. The first day being a 
bright and pleasant day, there was an unusually large number pres- 
ent. The introductory sermon was preached by J. 1ST. McManaway 
from Matthew, 5 chap., 13 verse, and delivered in his own earnest, 
impressive and forcible style, and caused many to express their great 
gratification that in the great Providence he had been cast in our 
midst.

Bailey was called away before the close of the 
session. This, the King's Mountain Association, has been censured 
t<> some extent for its elosefistedness, and while she has not perhaps 
done as much as she might have done in the way of contributions 
we are glad to learn from the letters that there is an increase both in 
membership and contributions. But while she has not, perhaps, 
done what she could in the way of giving, she has no doubt done 
her part in another sphere and a grand part it is too. 

The King’s Mountain Association has been well called the plant 
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l»olt for Baptist preachers. She lias done as much, and perhaps 
more, in that line than any other Association in the State. She has 
today within her own bounds twenty-live ordained ministers, the 
most of whom have been in this meeting. Besides these, she is the 
mother of J. H. Yarboro, of Forest City, FT. C. ; Columbus Durham, 
the corresponding secretary ; A.C. Dixon, of Baltimore ; G P. Bos- 
tic, ot Durham, N. 0.; J. L. White, of Elizabeth City, N. C.; Thos. 
])ixon, Jr., of Boston, Mass ; W. C. Durham, of Pataeasi, N. C.; J. 
A. Beam, of Roxboro, N. C ; A. T. Hoard, of Burlington, N. C./ 
W. PI. Osborne, of Asheville, N. C.; P'rank Dixon, of Charleston, 
Ya.; L. R. Pruett, of Harrellsville, N C.; F. H Posten, of Marion, 
S (/.; G. M. Webb, of Yorkville, S. C., all of whom are doing a 
grand work for the Redeemer’s cause. And while this is the case 
we have to-day eight young men in college' from this Association, 
studying for the ministry, together with from one to two in almost 
every church, all over our Association, in preparatory schools, pre- 
paring to light the same battle. We should be wide awake on this 
subject and come to their aid in this age of improvement. 

While our Webbs, Dobbins, Suttles, Plills and many of our 
fathers in the ministry did a great work in their time and have long 
since crossed the cold Jordan and left a record which will be cher- 
ished for years, yet we must remember that if they were here to-day 
with the same advantages that we have, their work would he far 
beyond what it was in that day. We must consider the great pro- 
gress of our country, and then it is that we are brought to see the 
necessity of a more thorough mental training of our ministers. 

Our ypung men, to be successful, must start with the informa- 
tion our older ones have attained in a lifetime. 

We know that in some respects the financial outlook for in- 
creased liberalities with us is not as favorable as it has been at some 
other periods. The low-land corn has been greatly damaged by the 
freshets, cotton has been injured by the drouth and later l>y the 
great rainfall ; but let us remember Joshua, who was at the death of 
Moses chosen his successor by God himself, with orders to cross over 
the river and possess the land. It does seem that if there was ever 
an unfavorable time for an advance, it was then. The Jordan, 
swollen by the spring freshets, had overflown its banks, and the 
hills on the opposite side occupied by the giant foe, daring them to 
cross, yet Joshua, with the ark of the covenant in front, commanded 
a forward movement, and made not only a safe crossing of the river 
but went on from victory to victory. Let us, then, as ministers, as 
laymen, as brethren and sisters, with the ark of faith in front, move 
all along the line, shoulder to shoulder, elbow touching elbow, 
steadily up to the work before us, and all will be well.
